No more were 
laid between 1954 and October I956, hut plans did exist for further expansion 
(see paragraph 6 helow)". In 1954 work was transferred to the hvdlding of 
workshops and repair sheds* i

A single track extends from the Miskolc yards and goes to Dii^sgyBr nearby.^ 
It Is intended to double this track at a future date, and also to ehlarge 
the- existing yards on the southwest side. This area was in the fall of I916 
in a marshy state, but was gradually being filled in with waste from the % j 
surrounding factories- This expansion programi was designed to give Dit^sgybV 
improved service and to increase the capacity of the Miskolc yards generally.

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7 * Another line extends south to a cement works and also to brickworks at 
Goromholy and MaJ • TMs line was in the process ot being doubled in the 
fall of 1956.' 

8 . From a point on the main Budapest line sli^tly south of the Miskolc frei^t 
yards, a branch line was being built in the fall of 1956 off toward the 
Miskolc-^zerehcs^ line .at ALsozsolca.' There was only ^ single track being laid 
and the embankment under construction was not wide enough for a second track - 
to be laid later. A line had been laid for a length of one kilometer from the 
main Budapest line by October 1956 . Work on the rest of the line was continuing. 
Enphasis was laid in Miskolc on the inpoirtance of this line during a wax, when 
the Miskolc yards ^ which it conpletely by-passes, would undoubtedly be a priority 
target. 

9. At Miskolc passenger station there are 16 tracks, 11 for passenger trains and // 

5 for freight purposes. Repair facilities at ^Miskolc consist only of the ‘ 5 

following: 

a. A factory in Miskolc town belonging to the MAV (Hungarian State Railways). 
Evexy type of repair was carried out on cars by the 1,000 or 1,200 workers 
enployed there before the October 1956 revolt. Three shifts were worked 
in the welding sections there,* two in the forging shops and one everywhere 
else. 

b. A repair shed in the northern half of the Miskolc freight yards where 
repairs were made to the heating systenis of locomotives and also to the 
driving wheel coupling rods. These were the only repairs carried out there; 
all other cases had to be dealt with in Budapest. There were no more than 
100 workers at this repair shed and it was normal for the driver and fireman 
of a. locomotive to have to help in the repair work being conducted on it. 
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
